¡¡This city wa n thrown into a sta te of 
excitement thin 
morning by the a n 
nounccment tha t a ma n, supposed to be 
Jesse Coe, the negro murderer of Pa 
trolma n Russell, of India a polis, ha d 
been ca ught here. 
The ma n wa s a r 
rested by Policema n Willia m Pea , in 
front of the residence of Ja mes E. 
Na den, on Arthur street, just north 
of the C ., H. & D. tra cks. 
About 5:30 this 
morning George 
Oonra d wa s a ccosted by t* nogro nea r 
the O., H. & T). a nd L. E. & W. cros 
sing, who a sked him how he could get 
to Shelbyville, sa ying lie ha d ta ken 
Big Four freight tra in a t Cincinna ti 
la st night a nd ¡ha d got switched a t 
Groensburg. 
He wa nted 
to 
¿ now 
wha t town he wa s in a nd how he 
ca mo here. 
A short timo la ter the sa me negro 
ca lled a t tho home of “ Bud” Sea ls, 
nea r tho'crossing a nd a sked the fa mily 
to sell him something to ea t. 
Sea ls 
noticed tha t he ha d a la rge sca r on 
the left side of his neck under the 
chin, a nd ta ken a ll in a ll tho ma u a n 
swered pretty'well the description of 
Coe, a s publised in India na polis pa * 
pers. 
He conversed with tho fellow 
a fter giving 
him a cup of coffee. 
The negro ga ve him a dime to get a 
bucket of. beer, [a t tho'sa mo timo dis­ 
pla ying a big Colt revolver, w hich lie 
ga ve to Sea ls who took it into the 
liouso. 
Sea ls then went for tho beer, but 
his suspicions ha d been so thoroughly 
a roused tha t[he ca lled a t the home of 
Policema n Pea a nd told him a ll the 
circumsta nces. 
The two men pla nned 
the ca pture of the ma n a nd it wa s a r­ 
ra nged tha t Sea ls 
should 
lea d the 
negro north on Arthur street, under 
some 'pretext a nd tha t the policema n 
should go north on Sexton street, come 
west through the a lley a nd step up be­ 
hind tli© negro. 
The pla n succeeded 
a dmira bly, the 
officer running 
up 
behind the negroj a nd with dra wn re­ 
volver ordered him to throw' up his 
ha nds. 
The negro rea dily complied a nd he 
wa s promptly sea rched a nd securely 
“ colla red. ” 
The gun w'a s secured a t 
the Sea ls home a nd Sea ls a nd the 
officer, ea ch hea vily a rmed, ma rched 
the ma n to ja il. 
lu the negro’s pocket there were 
dice, a dolla r hill, 10 cents in cha nge 
a nd severa l ca rtridges. 
The gun tha t 
he ha d, is a bout Id inches in length. 
It w’a s of 48 ca liber a nd every cha m­ 
ber wa s loa ded. 
When seen by a representa tive of 
the Republica n, the itcrgo sa id tha t 
his na me wa s “ Bunk” Ha msev, a nd 
tha t he lived 
a t 1704 Centra l Ave., 
Cincinna ti. 
He sa id tha t he wa s 28 
yea rs of a ge a nd ma rried. 
“ I wa s on my wa y to Shelbyville,’* 
he sa id, “ to w*ork ol a « ‘ea rn shovel 
there. 
The 
gun 
belonged to John 
Thoma s McGowa n, with whom I left 
Cincinna ti a t 8 o’clock la st night, 
a boa rd a Big Four freight. 
The w*a y 
I ca me to ha ve the gun wa s this. 
McGowa n ga ve it to me to keep be­ 
fore we left 
Cincinna ti, while he 
went ba ck to cha nge his shoes. 
He 
never a sked for it a nd I never ha d 
time to give it'to him. 
He ga ve m« 
the ca rtridges a nd a ll. 
“ This morning I wa s in Rushville. 
I thought I wa s in Shelbyville. 
I 
guess I must ha ve got switched off 
somehow a t Greensburg a nd ca me the 
wrong wa y 
McGowa n 
must 
ha ve 
gone on to Shelbyville. 
“ I ha ve a brother, Da n Ra msey, 
living in Shelbyville, tha t used to 
live here. 
I worked here a bout four 
or five yea rs a go, a nd wa s here for 
over a yea r. 
A worked for "John, 
"George a nd Morton Gra y, a nd Cliff 
Ha skett, a t Griffins, a nd I know tha t 
if you ca ll them up or notify my w ife 
you ca n find out whether or not I a m 
telling the truth.” 
About eight o’clock Ma rsha l Price 
went to the ja il to question the ma n. 
He wa s followed bv a crowd of a bout 
sixty 
persons, 
the 
most of whom 
crowded into the ja il to get a -look a t 
the nergo. 
Among them wa s Willia m 
Stewa rt, colored, who recognized the 
negro a s one who ha d once worked 
for Morton Gra y. 
Ra msey 'wa s 
ta ken bet ore Ma yor 
('lowing a t 8 :15 to a nswer to the cha rge 
¿ coa led wea pons. 
“ I ’ve 
i fo u r times in to y life,” 
*1 Price on the 
w a v to 
h time I ha ve been 
rea d crimina l.

guess I ’m just unlucky, tha t’s a ll.” 
Ths ma yor’s office 
wa s 
crowded 
with people when Ra msey wa s a r 
ra igned. 
He plea ded[guilty. 
Deputy Prosecutor 
Kiplinger put 
him through a rigid questioning a nd 
a lthough he contra dicted himself two 
or three times he clung fa irly wt.ll to 
his story. 
The negro a nswers pretty well to 
the description ¡of Coe, a nd to show 
the sim ila rity,the description of Coe 
is given a s follows : 
Color—da rk brown, noticea ble „ red 
dish tinge ca used^y use in intoxica 
ting 
liquors. 
Height—five feet, 
inches. 
Weight—140 to 145 pounds 
when he esca ped, but proba bly less 
now from exposure a nd insufficient 
food. 
Age—32 
yea rs. 
Clothes— 
brown, bla ck derby ha t, bla ck sa teen 
shirt, bla ck shoes 
when la st seen. 
Sca rs—Scrofulous sca r on left side of 
neck nea r ja w, very noticea ble. 
Sca r 
on left eyebrow. 
Growth in corner 
of left eye extending a long the ncstri 
for a bout three-qua rters of a n inch 
Fa cia l peculia rities—cheek bones very 
high even for a person of his ra ce. 
Ra msey is da rk brown in color, but 
not to the 
degree 
bordering upon 
bla ck. 
He la cks 
the reddish tinge 
tha t a ppea rs in Coe’s complexion. 
He 
is a bout 5 feet^fi Inches high. a mUsa ys 
he weighs 163 pounds. 
He ga ve his 
a ge a s 28 ¡yea rs. 
He wore a brown 
coa t, 
bla ck jia nts, bla ck derby ha t, 
blue woolen shirt a nd[bla ck shoes. 
A 
la rge sca r crossed dia gona lly below 
the chin. 
This, 
Ra msey sa ys 
wa s 
ca usod by his brother, who burned him 
with a hot poker when they were boys. 
There is no sca r on the eyebrow nor 
a long the nose. 
Ra msoy’s cheek bones 
a re ra thor^high, but ha rdly a fQhigh a s 
those of Coe. 
He wea rs a short stubby 
musta ch*. 
Ma yor Cowing fined Ra msey flOO 
for ca rrying the “ young ca nnon” tha t 
he produced a t the Sea ls^home. Being 
una ble to pa y he went to ja il for 100 
da ys. 


WOMAN IN BLACK 


’olicema n Pea Unma sks Wom­ 


a n on West Second 


Street 


For severa l da ys a woma n, dressed 
entirely in b« a ck, with her fa ce pa rtly 
covered, ha s been frightening pedestri­ 
a ns on West Second street ea ch night 
between the hours of 9 : 30 a nd 11: ;K). 
Often tthe woma n ha sptood a t a corn­ 
er of the Wa lla ce photogra ph ga llery, 
between Ha rrison a nd Morga n streets, 
n the ra in, seemingly unmindful of 
the wea ther. 
Whenever a nyone pa ssed 
tho woma u a lwa ys concea led herself 
behind a tree. 
She wa s seen by va ri­ 
ous persons]who notified , the police. 
Severa l times Ma rsha l Price a nd Po­ 
licema n Pea ha ve sea rched for her, 
but their efforts were una va iling until 
a st night. 
About 10: 40 la st night L,. B. Wa l­ 
la ce a nd Will Ca mpbel^ while^on their 
wa v home from the business district 
of the city, observed the woma n nea r 
the photogra ph ga llery. 
It wa s ra in­ 
ing a nd a stiff w'ind wa s blowing hut 
she pa id heed to neither. 
When the 
men pa ssed, the woma n stepped be­ 
hind a tree a s she ha d done twice be 
fore when Mr. Wa lla ce pa ssed. 
The 
two men ha d notified Policema n Pea 
tha t the> ha d seen the woma n on pre 
ions occa sions. 
Officer Pea wa s tra iling the men la st 
night a nd noticed the woma n a bout 
the sa me time the other two men did. 
The three men ra n the woma n down 
the a lley where she wa sfoverta ken a nd 
forced to revea l her 
identity. 
She 
proved to be the wife of a well known 
citizen, from whom shejis^now sepa ra ­ 
ted. 
The husba nd wa s a rrested ea rly 
in August 
for a ssa ulting his wife. 
When informed of the a ctions of his 
wife, the husba nd wa nted Officer Pea 
to a rrest her, but the policema n a l­ 
lowed her to go, a fter a dministering 
a severe reprima nd. 
The woma n sa id 
tha t she ha d been wa iting a lcng the 
street ea ch night only for the purpose 
of “ keeping a n eye on” her husba nd.

firm with the illega l use of boric ca id 
in ha ms. 
Sa mples purcha sed a t the 
bra nch house of Armour & Co. were 
a na lyzed by Prof. La wa ll, chemist of 
the depa rtment, a nd showed, it is a l­ 
leged, tha t the ha ms ha d been doc­ 
tored with boric a cid in qua ntities 
ra nging from one-fourth to one-ha lf 
of 1 per cent. 
It is sa id tha t subpoe­ 
na s will be issued for the hea ds of 
the firm of Armour & Co. in Chica go 
for the purpose of a scerta ining wheth­ 
er the doctoring' of the mea t is per- 
Chiea go qr this city. 


Wa shington, 
Oct. 9 .—It ha s been 
fip&lly decided tha t the Pa na ma ca na l 
Will be completed by contra ct. 
In a 
few da ys the committee will ma ke 
public a sta tement setting forth its 
rea sons for fa voring the contra ct sys­ 
tem. a nd a t tha t time a form of con­ 
tra ct will a lso proba bly be published 
ihowing exa ctly the sort of document 
believed by the commissioners to be 
necessa ry for sa fegua rding the work. 
President Roosevelt Is known to sup­ 
port the commission in its position 
tha t the work ca n be done more sa tis­ 
fa ctorily by contra ctors tha n by the 
government. 
He ha d a long confer­ 
ence with Cha irma n Shonts yesterda y 
on the subject a nd the va rious a rgu­ 
ments in fa vor of the contra ct system 
were discussed fully. 
This cha nge will In no wa y a ffect 
the 
employment of Chinese 
la bor. 
Proposa ls for furnishing the Chinese 
la bor w'ore ma de under such condi­ 
tions tha t they ca n be tra nsferred to 
contra ctors a nd the terms ca n be ful­ 
filled In such a ma nner tha t the gov­ 
ernment ca n give the coolies just a s 
much protection a s it could if the gov­ 
ernment were the direct employer. 
It is likely tha t no disposition will 
be ma de of the bids for supplying Chi­ 
nese la bor until a fter the return of 
Secreta ry Ta ft from Cuba , a s he a s- 
sla ted in dra wing the specifica tions 
under which proposa ls were offered 
a nd is much interested in the condi­ 
tions under which the Chinese a re to 
be ta ken to the isthmus. 
President Roosevelt still intends to 
visit the isthmus this fa ll, a nd unless 
there be some cha nge for the. worse in 
the Cuba n situa tion, will 
proba bly 
ea ve for Colon a short time a fter the 
election. 
Cha irma n Shonts of the ca ­ 
na l commission will be in the isthmus 
a t the time of the president’s visit. 
He will lea ve la te in October a nd will 
be in the zone a t the time of the 
president's a rriva l there.

wea lthy mercha nt ta ilor, of OjrnUli­ 
a na , K y.. is in the city looking np old 
a cqua inta nces, a nd viewing the city 
in a n effort to find some of the old 
la ndma rks tha t were here when he 
wa s a resident of Rushville, a nd a re 
still sta nding. 
Mr. Lewis ca me here 
from Germa ny in 18 72, just a t the 
close of the 
Fra nco-Prussia n wa r, 
during which he wa s a soldier in the 
Prussia n a rmy a nd wa s wonnded in 
the hea d by a French la ncer. 
Since 
the wa r lie ha s been una ble to hea r a t 
a ll. 
Mr. Lewis wa s a bout 18 yea rs 
old when he ca me here. 
He wa s em­ 
ployed by [Ja cob Block,¡the clothier, 
while a resident of Rushville, a nd 
joined the Odd Fellows here. 
He sa w 
the first show tha t wa s ever presented 
in the city opera house. 
Mr. Lewis lia s been thinking of lo­ 
ca ting a store here, but ha s not yet 
ma de np his mind. 
This is his first 
visit here in thirty yea rs a nd he sa ys 
tha t there a re ma ny cha nges in the 
town. 
La st summer Mr. Lewis's wife 
fell from a fourth story window a nd 
wa s insta ntly 
killed. 
T ie husba nd 
wa s the first to rea ch her. 
Her dea th 
wa s a sa d blow to him a nd he ha s 
never fully recovered from it. 
During 
his sta y here Mr. Lewis ha s met sever­ 
a l people tha t he knew when he lived 
here.

Coroner Finds Mrs. Ayres’ 


Cheek Bone Fra ctured 


Developments tend to confirm the 
theory tha t Mrs. La ura Ayres, who 
wa s found dea d in bed witli a bullet 
in her bra in [a t Shelbyville Sunda y, 
wa s the victim of a murderer. 
Mrs. 
Sue Dixon, her a unt, informed Prose­ 
cutor Ba ssett tha t Mrs. Ayres ca me to 
her home Sa turda y a fternoon, trem­ 
bling a nd frightened, decla ring her 
husba nd ha d threa tened to kill her 
beca use she wa s a bout to institute di­ 
vorce proceedings a ga inst him. 
Ayres 
sa ys his],wife wa s shot while he slept. 
The a unt sa ys: “ She 
turned over 
to m e> number of .va lua ble pa pers. 
“ ‘I feel tha t I a m going to be killed 
a nd wa nt yon to ta ke cha rgejjof tiiese 
pa pers,’ she sa id to me. 
‘If lie kills 
me don’t let him ha vo a nv 
of the 
money. ’ 
“ She sa id she would be ha ppy if 
she could la y down a ncUdie a pea ceful 
dea th, a s she wa nted to be with her 
mother in hea ven. 
But 
she would 
never ta ke her own life, she decla red, 
for then 
she would never see her 
mother a ga in. ’ ’ 
A Shelbyville la wyer informed the 
Prosecutor tha t Mrs. Ayres sa id tha t, 
while in a ra ge over her refusa l to 
give him money, Ayersjtold her she ha d 
only five weeks more to live. 
Coroner Ba ss, of Shelbyville, sta ted 
to the Prosecutor tha t in a ddition to 
the bullet wound in the right temple 
the right cheekbone ha d been fra ctur­ 
ed. 
He would not sa y tha t the fra c­ 
ture ha d been ca used by a blow. 
The 
inquest w ill be conducted Wednesda y 
morning.

If the ma nner of instituting the 
suit—by informa tion instea d of by 
gra nd jury indictment—a nd the juris­ 
diction a ssumed by the proba te court, 
a re upheld in the higher sta te courts, 
the ca se will a ssume a dded import 
a nce, a s indica ting a n ea sier a nd more 
direct method of a ction a ga inst a l­ 
leged tra de conspira cies.

Situa tion a t Cienfuegos Re­ 


quires the Most Del­ 


ica te Ha ndling 


Old Feud Which Ha s Led to Sev­ 


era l Murders Must Become 


a Closed Incident 


Ha va na , pet. 9 .—The fa ctiona l ill- 
feeling tha t ha s existed a t Cienfuegos 
since the presidentia l ca mpa ign of 
1905, resulting in the dea th of Con­ 
gressma n Villuenda s a nd Chief of Po­ 
lice Illa nce, increa sed during the re­ 
cent revolt ion to such a n extent tha t 
the return of the rebels from the field 
is 
ca using 
a 
da ngerous 
condition 
which the provisiona l government con­ 
siders It is highly necessa ry to end. 
In view of this Governor Ta ft la st 
night sent Consul Genera l Steinha rt 
tg Cienfuegos with a uthority to ta ke 
a ny a ction he ma y deem a dvisa ble in 
the interest of a reconcilia tion of poltl- 
ca l differences there a nd ina ugura ting 
a fresh sta rt towa rd a rea sona ble de­ 
gree of mutua l good will between the 
ma lcontents 
Governor Ta ft sa id tha t it wa s nec­ 
essa ry tha t the vexed loca l situa tion 
in Cienfuegos should be settled before 
issua nce of a n a mnesty decree, since 
he ha s determined to include in the 
a mnesty a ii persons cha rged with com­ 
plicity in the Villuenda s murder. 
He 
holds tha t if he yielded to the impor­ 
tunities of ma ny residents of Cien- 
fuegos a nd 
a llowed 
those cha rged 
with the crime to be brought to tria l, 
it would result in the event of their 
a cquitta l by a judge belonging to the 
Modera te pa rty in reopening the qua r­ 
rel over the incident in a more violent 
ma nner tha n ever. 
Ever since the dea th of Villuenda s a 
yea r a go la st September, his murder 
ha s been the subject of hea ted discus­ 
sion in congress a nd a t politica l meet­ 
ings. 
Members of the Modera te pa rty 
ha ve been cha rged with the crime a nd 
their tria l repea tedly dema nded, but 
the Cuba n government rega rded it un­ 
sa fe to a ccede to these dema nds dur­ 
ing the over hea ted sta te of the pub­ 
lic mind. 
Governor Ta ft ha s a lso decided to 
include In the genera l a mnesty a ll per­ 
sons a lleged to ha ve been connected 
with the Gua nba coa outra ge of la st 
Februa ry, w'hen severa l rura l gua rds­ 
men were killed by night ma ra uders. 
He is unwilling to furnish a ny oppor­ 
tunity for the reopening of old sores 
in either of the notorious ma tters a nd 
will insist on the effectua l closing now 
of a ll incidents which were a n out­ 
growth of former politica l strife. 
Mr. 
Steinha rt ha s received no definite in­ 
structions except to dea l with a ll ques­ 
tions a rising a ccording to his best 
Judgment. 
The governors of a ll provinces ex­ 
cepting Sa nta Cla ra report tha t the 
disba ndment of both volunteers a nd 
insurgents 
is complete, a nd 
Sa nta 
Cla ra reports good progress. Trea sur­ 
er Roloff ha s begun counting the con 
tents of the trea sury, which a mounts 
to $ 12.000,000.

A New Process for the Commer 


cia l Utiliza tion of Atmos­ 


pheric Nitrogen 


The grea t problem with fa rmers is 
how to get the nitrogen from the a ir 
ba ck to the soil to enrich it for the 
ra ising of bountiful 
crops. 
It ha s 
been suggested to ra ise ba cteria who 
supply this nitrogen. 
But it seems the 
problem is being solved by the elec­ 
tricia ns. 
About ten yea rs a go Sir Willia m 
Crookes then president of the British 
Associa tion for the Adva ncement of 
Scienc, compiled a series of dishea rt 
ening sta tistics, the purpose of which 
w'a s to present a picture of the fa te 
tiia t a wa ited u« if something were not 
done to a ugment the wor’d’s whea t 
supply. 
At the time when Sir W il­ 
lia m delivered himself of his rema rka ­ 
ble foreboding, a bont 136,000,000 a cres 
of 
the globe were 
oulti ra ted 
for 
whea t, yielding a nnua lly 2,070,000.000 
bushels, on the a ssumption tha t 12.7 
bushels 
conld be 
grown 
on ea ch 
a vera ge a cre. 
In 
thirty yea rs, the 
president of the British Associa tion 
pointed out tha t 3,260,000,000 bushels 
would be required, tha t only by in­ 
crea sing the yield to 20 bushels for 
ea ch a cre would future dema ndg be 
sa tisfied, a nd 
tha t 150 
pounds 
of 
sodinm nitra te 
most 
be 
a nnna ily 
mingled with the soil of every a cre in 
order to encoura ge it to this grea ter 
a ctivity. 
Ina smuch a s the 12,000,000 
tons of nitra te thus required were not 
then a va ila ble. Sir Willia m wa s not 
inclined to ta ke a very cheerful view 
of the world’s future brea dstuff snp- 
p iy - 
Fortuna tely, Sir Willia ms’s gloomy 
foreca st ha s^not been fulfilled, but it 
ha d a t lea st the effect of prompting 
chemists to devise wa ys of utilizing 
the nitrogen of the a tmosphere. 
At Nia ga ra Fa lls,-where plenty of 
power ma y be 
ha d for genera ting 
electricity, a pla nt wa s erected^to pro­ 
duce nitrogen from the a ir, but it 
never a tta ined a commercia l success. 
However, two Norwegia ns ha ve a t­ 
ta cked the problem 
with 
a ppa rent 
success. 
They ha ve erected a pla nt a t 
the wa terfa lls 
of Notodden, where 
they utilize 30,000 horse power to 
genera te the electric curren necessa ry 
for the process. 
By their process they 
produce nitrogen from the a ir a t a 
cost of |20 per ton, which they sell a t 
$40 per ton—a very respecta ble profit.
